As I have noted before, the attachment filter is faulty in it's logic. 

It makes no distinction between multipart/mixed and 
multipart/alternative. It is censoring the alternative encoding with 
the "nasty message", when instead it should completely remove the 
alternative encoding. The reason it only bothers some people when 
reading is that different mail readers have a different preference for 
picking what alternative encoding to display. Some choose the one 
that's censored, others choose the one that isn't. 


The behavior of replacing the content is ONLY appropriate to 
multipart/mixed, which is how you add an attachment. 


I have a copy of the script, but I need to learn the Perl scripting 
language a bit better to be able to fix it. I've glanced at it enough 
to realize it needs a serious overhaul, as this change will require much 
more state, possibly even recursion.

In the good ol' days, if the 6SJ7 did not have enough gain at the desired 
bandwidth, we would try a 6AC7 or even a 6AG7. Along came new thoughts 
in signal processing that reduced the need for bandwidth. 


Seems to me that the current discussion of opening up the e-mail filter 

is directly coupled to opening up the bandwidth. Several newsgroups 

local to the campus send plain (ASCII) test, html text, and pixel-encoded 
text (maybe MSWORD). A look at the quantity of lines or quantity of 
characters convinces me that required bandwidth is swelling unconscionably 
from the first thru the second to the third. 


My own vote is to stay with ASCII. If one has something to offer that 
one feels strongly about, invite readers to make direct requests. [Of 
course, this is easy for a Linux user to say.]

While on my 56k modem I might not notice the time cost of increased bandwidth and 
I certainly note no increased cost as my Earthlink is flat-fee, this isn't true at 
The Porch's end. 


Phil pays for his bandwidth used like we pay for electricity. Opening up 
bandwidth to HTML (or whatever) will not result in any more BA-related information 
being sent out, it just will make Phil's bandwidth meter run faster, as the 
bandwidth per word increases substantially. 


In regards to software packages, if your software package doesn't allow plain- 
text, replace your software package. There are many, easy to use packages out 
there, some even free like the Eudora I use at home, that are easily configurable 
to plain text. If you don't know how to switch it into plain text, there are 
people here (myself included!) who xwillx help you. With the exception of AOL's 
excuse for an e-mail program, all of them can be made to send plain text.

Sadly, we have two issues here. Nobody wants fancy HTML in a group 
like this. I have a 56K modem that gets about half that on our old 
telephone copper wiring. I consider the dancing baloney that you 
get with HTML (or is it "freedom of expression") to be intrusive 
and not worth the time it takes to download and get through the 
virus checker. 


OTOH, as our business leaders become more airheaded about technology, 
they can be swayed by anyone wearing a suit and tie to make HTML the 

company standard for email. Perhaps a bit of dancing baloney with the 
corporate logo is always attached, or the lengthy legal disclaimer is 
only available in HTML. This leaves some of our members caught in an 

"HTML Only" environment. 


Side note: Northwest Airlines has allowed a plain text option for news 
and offers. Yesterday I got a note saying this would be the last plain 
text email that I would get from them. All future correspondence will 
be in HTML. Sigh. What is really useless is the practice of embedding 
self opening hyperlinks in the mail. I let Outlook get the mail while 
I do something else, and later read it with no Internet connection. 


Possible solution: The MS browsers let you save a web page complete with 
pictures, or as plain text. If our host had a program that converted 

any HTML mail to text, leaving pictures behind, then the only problem 
would be from the few who insist on narcissistic HTML.

Hello Group, 


If the Boatanchors filter was opened up for anything other than plain text, 
that would certainly increase bandwidth usage, but unless I've missed 
something here I don't see anyone really advocating that As I mentioned in my 
last e-mail, the problem is with the filter - period. If the Boatanchors 
filter can be modified to exclude attachments only instead of the entire 
message when attachments are detected, that would be the perfect solution. 
Yahoogroups does it. If have tested it myself by sending formatted text. Their 
software strips off the formatting but it does pass the message to the 
recipient in plain text. 


Has anyone contacted Phil Porch find out how easy or difficult it would be to 
modify the Boatanchors filter not to reject the entire message when an 
attachment is detected? At the user lever, there is a plethora of PC 
platforms, applications, operating systems and a staircase of user skills. 
Attempting to whip up the user community into a state of conformity in terms 
of mailers etc..is not a practical approach. Modifying the Boatanchors filter, 
if it cam be done, is the best way to go.
